Hello Donald, 

Previously, the contractor was instructed to stay out of the medians south of 
Manchester. Earlier today, contractor was again instructed to remain away from 
the south medians. 

I just spoke to Gilbert and discussed your concerns. 

Normally, irrigation lines are not located under roadways, but there may have 
been an exception to the rule. This said, it appears there may be an irrigation 
valve (currently shut off) located on the center median controlling the lateral 
lines feeding into the tree wells on the west side of Sepulveda Bl. UFD staff will 
assess and possibly disconnect the valve and water to all tree wells on the west 
side.
